RURAL SANITATION. 


A mountain town ought to be as 
healthy as any place in the world 
if ordinary sanitary precautions are 
observed; but it is a singular fact 
that epidemics of typhoid fever, 
small-pox, diphtheria and scarlet 
fever have often been proportion- 
ately as fatal in these places as in 
any other in the country, says the 
Alta. It is probably to be accounted 
for on the supposition that, trusting 
too much to the natural salubrity 
of the mountain air, the people of 
these towns neglect necessary pre- 
cautions that would not be over- 
looked elsewhere. The Health 
Officer of Nevada City, where a 
light epidemic of small-pox re- 
ceatly prevailed, publishes a report 
in which he speaks with freedom of 
decayed sewers and local accumula- 
tions of filth. It appears that all 
the sewers in Nevada City were 
made of wood, and now being rot- 
ten are vorse than useless. The 
Health Officer very properly says 
these sewers should be replaced 
with pipe. Wooden sewers are as 
much out of date as a farmer would 
be who insisted on ploughiug with 
a crooked stick. It is one of the 
suppositions of the age that sewers 
must be very large, even in small 
cities or villages. Where a pipe of 

a few inches in diameter would 
carry all the sewage, it is thought 
needful to build a huge covered 
ditch that would suffice fora main 
sewer iu a populous city. Even in 
San Francisco the sewers are gen- 
erally several times too large, and 
as a consequence the flow is not 
sufficient to keep them clean. 
They choke up and the effluvia 
rises through the openings in the 
street, and breeds a miasma both 
noisome and poisonous. In the 
smaller cities the sewer boxes are 
almost universally built of red- 
wood, which is not indestructible, 
as falsely supposed, and in a few 
years it decays and permits the 
dirt to fallin, beside adding to the 
volume of gases from decaying 
vegetable matter. Concrete or 
glazed earthen pipes are the kind 
of sewer. needed for smaller cities 
and towns, aud though it is always 
a difficult matter at first to per- 
suade the authorities that a small 
‘“‘cat-hole,’’ as they derisively term 
the pipes, will convey all the sew- 
age of their enterprising town, a 
single practical demonstration gen- 
erally settles it and makes appar- 
ent the hygienic advantages of 
small, inexpensive pipe sewers, 
which will not decay or fill up. The 
new drainage systein of the city of 
Memphis, which has given such 
good satisfaction, is an example in 
point.

A Devastating Cyclone in the 
Southern States. 
New Orveans, April 25. 
A cyclone passed through Monroe 
county Sunday, killing some persons 
and wounding many colored citizens 


* seriously, and carrying away houses 


at Frier's bridge and everything else in 
the way. The suburbs of Aberdeen, 
containing 25 or 30 families, was abso- 
lutely swept from the face of the 
earth. Seven persons were killed out- 
right and two others have since died 
from their wounds, Twenty-five are 
now under treatment. Many arein a 
serious condition. The county jail is 
converted into a hospital. The course 
ofthe cyclone was southwest, and 
passed through the county, wrecking 
everything in its path. 
ATLANTA, Ga., April 25. 
Great damage was done by a storm 
in Clayseounty. A negro was killed 
and several persons fatally injured. 
CHARLES®TON, S. C. April 25. 
The cyclone in Barwell county, yes- 
terday, cuta hole three-quarters of a 
mile wide through Salthgbatchie 
swamp, as if the timber had cut 
away for a railroad. Many houses 
were swept away. 
NEW ORLEANS, April 25. 
A‘special from West Point says: 
Two cyclones passed over Clay county 
Sunday; one about 12 o’clock over the 
western part of the county, the other 
about 1 o’clock over the central and 
southern parts. Both weie terrific in 
the extreme, leveling houses, fences 
and trees to the ground aud spreading 
death and destruction in their paths. 
Near Hohenlinden 30 persons are re- 
ported killed, and near Pine Bluff 19 
are reported killed. A number are 
killed in different parts of the county, 
but how many is not known. At 
West Point the Court-house, law 
buildings, Central Hotel and several 
stores unroofed. A deed was found 
that had been blown 50 miles. The 
afflicted and distressed are being pro- 
vided for by the more fortunate. No 
estimate can as yet be put upon the 
property destroyed. It was intended 
to stirta mill at Wesson to day, but 
there was so much sorrow intown and 
so much misery that the hands could 
not be got together. The town is quiet 
and a Sabbath calm prevails, 
WeEsson, Miss., April 24. 
The course of the cyclone was 17 
miles northeast from Beauregard and 
16 miles from Hazelhurst. The first 
town reached by the cyclone Sunday 
was Georgetown, a small village. 
Many residents of that town and vi- 
cinity wereassembied at the Metho- 
dist church, the quarterly circuit be- 
ing in session. 
the cuurch and oneof the side walis 
tell in upon the congregation, The 
minister, Rev. H. B. Lewis, had bis 
skull fractured. Mr, Savage, who 
rushed out, was instantly killed by 
falling limbs breaking his neck. 
A negro church near by was also 
visited by the destroying wind and 
succumbed. Three worshippers were 
killed outright and eight or 10 in- 
jured. Residences and stores were 
leveled to the ground. John W. 
Crawford, wife, daughter, grandchild 
and servant were instantly killed. 
Mrs. Crawford wes blown 3,000 yards 
and the entire family so crushed and 
mutilated as to be hardly recognizable, 
presenting a horrible appearance. 
Mrs. Fowles was carried 150 yards and 
thrown into a tree, and from thence 
‘carried by the wind into another tree. 
All stock in the path of the cyclone 
was killed, being crushed to death by 
fiying tim ber.
